This extcnfiv^ Authority could not fail of

Mr. Glawuille accordingly went to her Apart- 
ment, refolying to oblige her to come to fome 
Explanation with him concerning the Offence 
fhe complained of; but that fair incenfed Lady,, 
who had taken Shelter in her Clofet, ordered 
Lucy to teli him fhe was indifpofed, and could 
not fee him» 

Glanville^ however, comforted himfelf for 
this Pifappointment by the Hopes of feeing her 
at Supper ; and accordingly (he came, when the 
Supper-Bell rung, and, making avery cool Com- 
oliment to her Coufm, placed faerfelf at Tabk:

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The foft Languor that appeared in her Eyes, 
gave fuch an additional Charm to one of the 
lovelieft Faces in the World, that GlanvilUy 
who fat oppofite to her, could not help gazing 
on her with a veiy particular Attention; he 
often fpoke to her, and afked her trifling Quef- 
tibns, for the fake of hearing the Sound, of her 
Voice, which Sorrow had made inchantingly 
fweet.

fence, I banifhed you my Prefence, I did no 
more than Decency required of me ; and which 
I would yet do, were I Miftr^ of my own 
A£lions, 

But is it poiHble, Coufin, faid GlanviUe, that 
you can be angry with any one for loving you i 
Is that a Crime of fo high a Nature as to merit 
BB eternal Ban ifhment &om your Prefence? 

Without telling you, faid Arabeliaj blufhing, 
whether I am angry at being loved, Yis fuffieient 
you know, that I will not pardon the Man who 
ihall have the Prefumption to tell me he Wes me^ 

But, Madam, interrupted Glenvillij if the 
Pcrfon who tells you he loves you, be of a 
Rank not beneath you, I concdve you are not 
at all injured by the favourable Sentiments he 
feeU for you ; and, tho' you are not difpofed to 
make any Returns to his Paflion, yet vou are cer- 
tainly obliged to him for his good Opinion. 

Since Love is not voluntary, replied ArahelUy 
I am not obliged to any Perfon for loving me ; 
for, queftionlefs, if he could help it, he would* 

If It is not a voluntary Favour, interrupted 

Glanville^ . it is not a voluntary Offence ; and, if 

you do not think yourfelf obliged by the one, 

neither are you at Liberty to be offended with 

the other. 

The Queftion, faid Jrabella^ is not whether 
I OM^ht to be offended at being loved, but 
whether it is not an Offence to be told I am fo. 

If there is nothing criminal in the Paiiion it- 
fclf. Madam, refumed GlanviJle^ certainly there 
can be no Crime in declaring it. 

However 
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Hbwevier ^;ieck>iis your Arguments may zppcar^ 
interrupted jir^tla^ I am peiiuaded it is an un- 
papdonaUe Criixie to tell a Lady you love her ^ 
aod^ cho' I had nothing elfe to plead, yet the 
Authority of Cuftom is fofficient to prove it. 

Cuftom, Lady &/67, iaid Glamjille^ ijniling> 
11 whol^onniy Side; for the Ladies are fo far 
from bewig tdifpleafed at the Addrefles of their 
Lovees, that dieir diiefeft Care is to gain them^ 
and their gneat^ Triumph to hear them talk of 
their Paffion : SO| Madam, i hope you'll allow- 
that Argument has no Force. 

I don't know, anfwered AraheUa^ what Sort 
of Ladles they are who allow £ich unbecoming 
Liberties, but I am certain, that Statira^ Pa-^ 
rl/ktis, -CleUa^ Mandafujj and alt the Hluftrious 
Ileroines of Antiquity, whom it is a Glory 
to iseiemble, would never admit a[ fuch Dif-^ 
courfes. 

Ah for Heaven's £ike,^ Coufin^ 2nterr«pted 
G&r/iCtt/Zf^ endeavouring to Aifle a Laugh, do not 
£iiFer yourfeif to be .governed by fuch antk}uated 
Maxixns ! The World is quite different to what 
k was in thofe Days ^ and the Ladies in this 
Age would as feon follow the Fafliions of the 
Greek and Rptnan Ladies, as mimick their Man- 
^ners ^ and I believe they would become one as 
ill as the ^Dither* 

I aaa fure^ replied Arahelta^ the World is not 
snore virtuous now than it was in their Days, 
and there is good Reafon to believe it is not 
much wifcrj and I don't fee why the Manners 
of this Age are to be prefiqrred to thofe of for- 
mer ones, unleis they are wiier and better v 
JEiow&ver^ I cannot be p^fuaded^ that Thin^gs 

are 
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are as you fay, but that when 1 am a little better 
acquainted with the World, I (hall find as many 
Perfons who refemble Oroondates^ JrtaxerxeSy 
and the illnftrious Lover olf Clelia<y as thofe 
who are like Tiribafes^ Artaxe^y and the pre- 
suming and infblent GUmvtlle, 

By the Epithets you give me. Madam, faid 
Glanvilley I find you have placed me in very 
bad Company : But pray. Madam, if the illuf- 
trious Lover of Cfeira had never difcovered his 
Paffion, how would the World have come to 
the Knowledge of it ? 

He did notdifcover his Paffion, Sir, refumed 
Arabella^ till, by the Services he did the noble 
CieiiuSy and his incomparable Daughter, he 
could plead fome Title to their Efteem : He fe- 
veral times preferved the Life of that renowned 
Roman y delivered the beautiful Clelia when 
fhe was a Captive ; and, in fine, conferred fo 
many Obligations upon themj and all their 
Friends, as h& might wetl expeft to be paN 
doned by the divine CMia for daring to love 
her.

-" Coufm's Behaviour with a great deal of 
Satisfaftion ; for Ihe did not doubt but his Paflion 
was as ftrong as ever ; but that he forebore, 
thro' Refpedl, from entertaining her with anv 
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£xpreffi6n» of it : Therefore fbe now cbnverfed 
with him Whh the gredteft Swecftnefe and Com-^ 
plaifaoce: She Wouki w^k with him for feveiat 
Hoars in the Garden, leaning upon hb Arm i 
and charmed him to the laft Degree of Admira^ 
ti6n by %ht agree^Uc Sallies of her Wit, and 
her fine ReaToniitg upon ev^ry Subjed he pro^ 
|>ofed* 

It was with the greateft Difficulty he reftrain- 
cd himfelf from telling h^r a Thouland times a 
Day that he loved her to £xcc6, and conjuring 
her to give her Confent to her Father's Defigns 
in his Favour : But, tho' he could get over 
his Fears of offending her^ yet it was impofTible 
to etprefs any Sentiments of this Nature to bery 
widiout having her W^men Witnefibs of his

"B^t Repemiuide ought to precede Reforma- 
tion, replied AtahfUa \ od)«rwife, there is great 
PMik to fufpeA it is only feigned : And a fincere 
RepeniAnce (hews itfelf in fuch vifible Marks, 
that one can hardly be deceived in that which it 
imuine. \ have fead of many indifcreet Lovers^ 
iriio D^ futceeding in their Actdreif^, have: 
pitceiided to rep^t, and aded as you do ; that 
is, Withdill gilding any Signs of Contrition for 
the Fault they had committed, have eat anU 
fle^t :!l^ell^ never loft ^dr Colour, or grew one 
bit thinner, by &eir Sorrow $ but contented 
dieiHLfelves wl^ faying thev r^»ented ^ and, 
frilliOttt than^g their Di^'oridon to renew 
their Fault, only concealed dieir Intention, for 
ImI'* iaf lofing any favourable Opportunity of 
;|(fH|atftting it again : But true Rej^ntance, as 

i 1 was 
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I was faying, not only produces Reformation^ 
but the Perfon who is poflbiTed of it voluntarily 
punides himfelf for the Faults he has been 
guilty of. Thus Mazares^ deeply repenting of 
die Crime his Paifion for the divine Afandana 
had forced him to commit ; as a Puniihment, 
obliged himfelf to follow the Fortune of his 
glorious Rival ^ obey all his Commands ; and, 
nghting under his Banners, ailift him to gain 
the Poileffion of his adored Miftrefs.

. For Heaven's fake, Couiin, refumed ^r^ i^//(7, 
laughing, how have you fpent your Time j 
and to what Studies have you devoted all your

Upon mv Soidy £iid GmmnUiy ftifling a 
Lajugh wkh ^cat Difficulty, I cannot hd^ 
blaming the Lady this Sorrowful Lover com- 
plains df, for her ^eat Crueky ; for here h$ 
gives one Re^on to iufped, that fhe will not 
even be contented with bis dying in Obedience 
to her Commands, but will hate him after 
Death ; an ImjMkty quite inexeufable in a 

You condemn this illuftrious Princefi with 
very little Reaibn, interrupted y/r^^^//^, (miling 
at his Miftake ; for, befides that (he was not a 
phriftiaii) and ignorant of thofe Divine Maxims 
of Charity iandForgivcnefs, which Chriftians, 
by their rrofeffion, are obliged to pratSife, fhe 
was very far from defiringthe Death piOroon-^ 
dates \ ior, if you will take the Pains to read 
the iuccceding PaiTages, you will find, that fh? 
cxpreijibs lierfelf in t^e moft obliging Manner \v\ 
the World ^ for when OrqondaUs tells her h^

*' Power, command it." However, Idft you 
fbould fall into the other Extreme, and blame 
this great Princefs for her Eafinefs (as' yQu ,be- 
ifore condemned her for her Cruelty), ^tis.neCeC- 
fary you ihould know how {he wds induced to 
this favourable Behaviour to her Lover : There- 
fore pray read the whole Tranf^ion* Stay ! 
here it begins, continued flie ; turning over a 

food many Pages, and marking where he ihould 
egin to read. 

GlanviUe^ having no great Stomach to the 
Talk, endeavoured to evade it, by intreating 
his Coufm to relate the Pailages, fhe de£ured he 
(hould be acquainted with : But ihe declining it, 
he was obliged to obey ; and began to read 
where flie direfted him : And, to leave. him at 
Liberty to read with the greater Attention, fhe 
left him, and went to a Window at another 
End of the Chamber.

Bttt^ Madam, interrupted Glamnlie (extreme- 
ly pleaied at his having fb well got over the Dif- 
acuity he had been in), which of theie two 
Lovers did Siatira make happy ? 

This unlucky QueiHon immediately informed 
Arabatta^ that fhe had been all this time the 
Dupe of her Coufm ; who, if he had read a 
fingle Page^ would have known diat Ormtit 
2m Orwttdates wtta ^tiathme Perfon ; the Name 
of Or^//x being afibmed by Ordonddtesy to con- 
ceal his real Name and QuaUt)r. 

The Shame and Ra^ fiie conceived at fy 
glaring a Proof of his Difie^ft, and the Ridi- 
cule to which (he had expofed herielf^ were ib 
great, that flic couM not find Ward& fevepe 
enough to exprefs her Reientment ; but^ {m>- 
t^fting that no Confideration whatever fliould 
abllge her to converfe with him again, file or- 
dered him iaflantly to quit her Chamfber; and' 
ajSured him, if he ever attempted^ to approach 
her again, fhe would fubmit to the moft terri- 
ble Bfe£fes of her Father*^ Refentment, rather 
than be obliged to fee a Perfon who had, by h]$> 
unworthy Behaviour, made himfelf her ocom 
»id Averfion. 

GUmvilUt who faw himfelf going to be dif- 
Cfttded a fei;ond time^ attempted, wth great 

Sub- 
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Suhmiflion, to move herto recal ber cruel Sen<* 
tence ; But Arabella^ burfting into Tears, com- 
^ained fo pathetically of the Cruelty of her De- 
ftiny, in expofing her to the hated Importunities 
ef a Man Ihe dei^ifed, and whoTe Frefence was 
fo infupport^Mb, that Glanvilk^ thinking it heft 
to let her Rage evaporate a little before he at« 
tempted to pacify her, quitted her Chamber ; 
curfing Stutira and Orontes a thoufand times, 
and loading the Authors of Aiofe Books wkh all 
die Imprecations his Rage coidd fuggeft.

IN this Temper he went to the Gardens to 
pafs over the Chagrin this unfortunate Acci- 
dent had given him ; when, meeting the Mar- 
quis, 'who infifted upon knowing the Caufc of

PhaoTiy cmly with a Platonic Paffion, obliged 
him to reftrain his De&res within the C^mpafs 
of a Brother's AfiSs&ion. Numberle& are the 
Miflakes he has cleared up of this Kind ; and 

Ique- 
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I queflion, if any other Hiftorian, but himfelf, 
knew that Cleopatra was really married to yuUus 
Cafari or that Cafarlo^ her Son by this Mar- 
riage, was not murdered, as was fuppofed, by 
the Order oi Auguftus^ but married the fair 
Queen o( Ethiopia^ in whofe Dominions he took 
Refuge. The prodigious Afts of Valour, which 
he has recounted of thofe accomplilhed Princes, 
have never been equalled by the Heroes, of either 
the Greek or Roman Hiftorians : How poor and 
infxgnificant are the Actions of their Warriors 
to Scuderfsj where one of thofe admirable He- 
roes would put whole Armies into Terror, and 
with his fingle Arm oppofe a Legion ! 
. Indeed, Niece, faid Sir Charles^ no longer 
able to forbear interrupting her, thefe arc all 
very improbable Tales. I remember, when I 
was a Boy, I vs^s very fond of reading the Hi- 
ftory of jack the Giant kiUer^ and Tom Thumb i 
and thefe Stories fo filled my Head, that I really 
thought one of thofe little Fellows killed Men an 
hundred Feet high ; and that the other, after a 
great many furpriiing Exploits, was fwallowed 
up by a Cow.

(hould produce fuch Metamorphofes : *Ti6 not 
very long ago, that I heard of a Mart 6f Qua- 
lity, who difguifed hifnfelf ina poor Habit, and 
worked in the Gardens of a certain Noblemaft, 
whofc Daughter he xvas enamoured with : Thefe 
things happen every day. 

The Perfon I fpeak of. Madam, faid Mcsi. 
Morris^ was never difcovered to be any thint 
better than a Writmg-mafter ; and yet, for all 
that, Mifs Wii^fmltt^n with his fine Perfon, and 
was taking Meafures to run away with him^ 
when the Intrigue was difcovered, the Lovtr 
dlfmifled, and the young Lady, whofe faulty 
Condudl had drawn upon her her Mother'iDiP- 
like, was fent up to London^ and aHowed tO b& 
her own Miftrefs at Sixteen ; to whkh linp^i^ 
donable Negleft of her Mother fhe owes the 
Misfortunes that have fince befallen her.- 

Whatever may be the common Opinion of 
this Maltcr, interrupted Jrahella again, I am 
perfuaded the Wtiting-mafter, as you call hinS 
was fon-.e Perfon of Quality, who made ufe of 
that Device to get Accefs to his beautiful Miftteft. 
Love is insenious in Artifices : Who wouw 
have tbbugnt', that, under the Name of Aki^puU

Yet the Contrivance of Otonteiy Prince 
of the Maffagetes. was far more ingenious, and 
even dangerous ; for this valiant and young 
Prince^ happening to fee the Pi£ture of the beau-, 
tiful "Thalifiris^ E^ghter of the Queen of the 
Amazonsj he fell paffionately in Love with her ^ 
and, knowing that the Entrance into that Coun- 
tnr was forbid to Men, he drefled himfelf inr 
Womens Apparel ; and, finding means to be 
introduced to the Queen, and her fair Daughter, 
whofc Amity he gained by fome very Angular 
Services in the Wars, he lived feveral Years un- 
difcovered in their Court : I fee, therefore, no 
Reafon to the contrary, but that this Writing- 
mafter might have been fome illuftrious Perfon, 
whom Love had difguifed ; and, I am perfuaded, 
added flie, fmiling, that I fliall hear more crfhin^ 
anon, in a very different Charafler. 

Indeed,. Madam, faid Mrs. Morris^ wboni 
this Speech of Arabella Irad extremely furprifed, 
I never heard any thing more about him, than 
what I have related; and, for what I know, he 
continues ftill to teach Writing ; for I don*t fup- 
pofe the Duchefs's Difpleafure could afFedl 
iim.

There b no accoimdng for thefe Tilings, ^^^d 
jtrMtellg : Perhaps he has been impofed opon, ^Mp rf^ 
oude to bdieve, that it was fhe herfelf thati^fT 
nilhed him from her Prefence : 'Tis probable tfi^ 
that he was jealous, and diought fhe prefcr^^^<^ 
fomeone of his Rivak to him. Jealoufy is iniepav — ^' 
hie from true Love ; and the flighteft Matters n^^^' 
ginable will occalion it: And, what isftill m^^ J^ 
wonderful, this Paffion creates the grcateft L^^^^' 
orders in the moft fenfible and delicate Hea^^'^* 
Never was there a more refined and faiths ^^^ 
Paffion, than that of the renowned Artamem$ i^pof 
M<zndana\ and yet this Prince was driven ^^' 
moft to Diftradion by a Smile, which, he f*.^ "" 
fied, he law in the Face of his Divine Miftr^5=Hsj 
at a time when fhe had feme Reafon to belies ^^'^ 
he was dead ; and he was fb tranfported w^ f" 
Grief and Rage, that, tho' he wasa Prifoiier ^ 
his Enemy's Camp, where the Knowlege of P^^^ 
Quality would have procured him certain Dea C:^ ' 
yet he determined to hazard all Things for t^^'^ 
fake of prefenting himfelf before Mandana^ a^^*^ 
upbraiding her with her Infidelity; when, ^^ 
Reality, nothing was farther from the Thougfi^^^ 
of that fair and virtuous Prineefe, than theLigl^ ^' 
nefs he accufcd her of: So that, as I faid befor^» 
it is not at all to be wondered at, if this difguifc^^ 
Lover of your Lady was driven to Defpair b^J^ 
Sufprcioiis as groundiefs, perhaps, as thofe^^^ 
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Jrtamenesj yet not the lefs cruel and torment- 
ins. 

Mrs. Morris^ finding Arabella held her Peace

Daughter, a Cuflom fhe rutroduced hcrfclf, flie 
feemed to'difclaim all Title to a legal Father. 
Mifs Groves, as universally admired as ihe was, 

i'et made but very few particular Conquefts*. 
ler Fortune was known to be very confiderablc, 
and her Mother's Jointure was to defcend to her 
after her Death : Yet there was no Gentleman^

^afte for Expence, as very few Eftates, to which 
Jhe could pretendy would fupport her Extrava- 
gance.

what Sort of Races were ihofe. Madam? 
faid Mifs Glanvillei whofe Reading had been 
very confined. 

The OfympicGzmeSy Miis, faid Arabella ^ fo 
called from Olympian a City near which they 
were performed, in the Plains of BUsj confifted 
of Foot and Chariot Races ; Combats with the 
Ceftus ; Wreftling, and other Sports, They 
were inftituted in Honour of the Gods and 
Heroes ; and were .therefore termed facred, and 
were cohfidered as a Part of Religion. 

They were a kind of School, or military Ap- 
prentice&ip ; in which the Cojurage of the Youth 
found conftant Employment : And the Reafoji 
why Vidbry in thofe Games was attended with 
fuch extraordinary Applavife, was, that their 
Miods might be quickened with great and noble 
Prolpefts, when, in this Image of War, they 
arrived to a Pitch of Glory, appipaching« ia 
fome Refpe£ts, to that of the moft famous Qon- 
qu^or;. They thought this Sort of Triumph 
pne of the greateft Parts of Happinefs of which 
Hunx^ Nature was capable : So that when 
Diagoras had feen his Sons crowned in the 
Olympic Games, one of his J'riends made him 
this Compliment^ Now, Diagoras^ you may die 
fatisfied % fmce you can't be a God. It would 
tire you, perhaps, was I to defcrlbe aiU the ^x* 
<ercites performed there : But you may form a 
general Notion of tbem^ from what you have

drive as fail as poffible ^ who, willing to have her 
At his own Houfe, complied with her Requeft j 
but was fo unlucky in his Hafte, as to overturn 
the Chaife.

Ah ! Diflembler ! interrupted Arabella^ do 
not make ufe of that facred Name to maik thy 
impious FaI£boods : Confefs with what Intent 
you came into my Father's Service difguifed« 

I never came difguifed. Madam, returned 
Mdward. 

No ! faid AraUlla : What means that Dre& 
in which I fee you, then ? 

'Tis the Marquis's Livery, Madam, faid 
Edward^ which he did not order to be taken 
from me when I left his Service..

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fought for me in Hyde- Park ; but then I would 
not have any Blood (bed for the World. 
- GlanviUe here interrupting his Sifter with a 
Laugh, Arahella^ alfo could not forbear fmiling 
at the harmlefs Kind of Combats her Coufia 
was fond of.

6f Lady JBtllay as her agreeable Coufm Mifs 
Clanville. 

Having thus fecured a Footing in the Caflle, 
he furniflied his Memory with all the necefTary 
kules of making Love in Arabella's Tafte, and 
deferred his next Vifit no longer than till the 
following Day; but Mr. GlanvilU being in* 
difpofed. and not able to fee Company, he knew 
it would be in vain to expedJ to fee Arabella^ 
fince it was not to be imagined, Mifs G/tf«- 
ville could admit of a Vifit, her Brother being 
ill ; and Lady Bella muft be alfo necefTarily en- 
gaged with her.

raAer, againft all who (hould prefume, in my 
Prcfencc, to caft any Ccnfures upon it. 

Since you are fo courageous, faid Mils Glan*. 
vilify laughing exceffively at this Sally, which, 
fte thought, was to ridicule her Couftn ; it is

and 
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and the like ; you have no Reafbn to fear fuch 
a Misfortune by my Means — 

Alas ! replied Sur George^ you Beauties make 
very nice Difttndions in thefe Cafes ^ and 
think, if you do not diredly command your 
Lovers to die, you are no-ways accountable for 
their Death: And when a Lover, as it often 
happens, dies through Defpair of ever being able

}ufttfiable : However, you muft give me leave, 
as being interefted in the Safety of my Sex, 
itill to be of Opinion, that no Man ought to 
be hated, becaufe he adores a beautiful ObjeA^ 
and confecrates all his Moments to her Ser-> 
vice.

But (ince he gains nothing by the Difcovery 
of his Paffion, refumed Arabella '^ but, on the 
contrary, lofes the Advantages he was before 
poffefled of, which were very great, fmce he 
might fee and difcourfe with his Miftrefs every 
Day ; and, haply, have the Honour to do her a 
great many petty Services, and receive fome of 
her Commands ; all thefe Advantages he lofes,

THOUGH, replied Mr. GlanvilU^ you 
are very fevere in the Treatment you think 
it neceflkry our Sex fhould receive from yours ^ 
yet I wiih fome of our Town Beauties were, 
if not altogether of your Opinion, yet fuffi- 
ciently fo, as to make it not a Slavery foe a 
Man to be in their Company ; for unlefs one 
talks of Love to thefe fair Coquets the whole 
time one is with them, they are quite dif- 
pleafed, and look upon a Man who can think 
any thing, but themfelves, worthy his Thoughts 
or Obfervadon, with the utmoft Contempt. 
How often have you and I, Sir George^ purfued 
he, pitied the Condition of the few Men of 
Senfe, who are fometimes among the Crowd of 
Beaux, who attend the Two celebrated Beauties 
to all Places of polite Diverfion in Town ? For 
thofe Ladies think it a mortal Injury done to 
their Charms, if the Men about them have 
Eyes or Ears for any Obje£t but their Faces, 
or any Sound but that of their Voices : So that 
the ConnoilTeurs in^Muiic, who attend them to 
Ranelaghy muft ftop their Ears, like Vljjfts^ 
when the Siren Fraji fing? i and the Wits, who 
gallant them to the Side-box, muft lay a much 
greper Conftraint upon themfdivei^ in ^rder to 
^ rcfift 
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refift the Soul-moving Garrick \ and appear in- 
feofible, while he is upon the Stage. 

Upon mv Soul) added Sir George (forgetting 
the CharaSer he aiTumed) when I have feeiji 
fome Perfons of my Acquaintance talking to 
the eldeft of thefe Ladies, while one pf Con- 
greve*s Comedies has been ading; his Face 
quite turned from the Stage, and hers over* 
fpread with an eternal Smile; her fine Eyes 
fometimes lifted up in a beautiful Surprize, and, 
a little enchanting Giggle half*hid with her Fan; 
in fpite of their Inattention, I have been ready 
to imagine, he was entertaining her with Re- 
marks upon the Play, which £he was judi- 
cious enough tounderftand; and yet I have 
afterwards been informed by himfelf^ that no- 
thing was lefs in their Thoughts; and all 
that Variety in her Face, and that extreme 
feeming Earneftneis in his Difcourfe, was oc- / 
cafioned by the meft trifling Subje<5h imagin- 
able: He perhaps had been telling her, how 
the Sight of her Squirrel, which peeped out of 
her Pocket, Airprifed fome Ladies ihe was 
Viliting J and what they faid upon her Fondnefs 
for it, when fhe was gone ; blaming them at the 
fame time for their Want of Delicacy, in not 
knowing how to fet a right Value upon fuch 
pleafing Animals : Hence proceeded her Smiles, 
the lifting up of her Eyes, the half-ftifled 
Laugh, and all the pretty Creftures that appeared 
fo wonderfully charming to all thofe who 4icl 
not hear their Difcoune : And it is upon fuch 
Trifles as thefe, or elfe on the ii^e^diauftible 
Subje£t of th^ir Charms, that all wb6 are am- 
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bitious of being near thefe Miracles, are under a 
NecefSty of talking. 

And prav, interrupted Arabella^ What Sub- 
jefts aflFord Matter for a more pleafing Variety 
of Converfation, than thofe of Beauty and 
Love ? Can we fpeak of any Obje£l fo capable 
of delighting as Beauty, or of any Paflion of the 
Mind more fubliipe and pleafing than Love ? 

With Submiffion, Madam, iald Glanville^ I 
conceive, all that can beifaid, either of Beauty, 
or of Love, may be comprifed in a very few 
Words: All who have Eyes, and behold true 
Beauty, will be ready to confefs it is a very 
pleafing Objedl ; and all that can be faid of it^ 
may be faid in a very few Words ; for when we 
have run over the Catalogue of Charms, and 
mentioned fine Eyes, fine Hair, delicate Com- 
plexion, regular Features, and an elegant Shape, 
we can only add a few Epithets more, fuch as 
Lovely, Dangerous, Inchanting, IrreCftible, 
and the like ; and every thing that can be faid 
of Beauty is exhaufted. And fo like wife it is 
with Love ; we know that Admiration precedes 
it, that Beauty kindles it, Hope keeps it alive, 
and Defpair puts an End to it ^ and that Subje(^ 
may be as foon difcuiled as the other, by the 
judicious Ufe of proper Words ; fuch as Wounds, 
Darts, Fires, Languifhings, Dyings, Torture, 
Rack, Jealoufy, and a few more of no Signifi- 
cation, but upon this Subje£b. 

Certainly, Sir, {aid Arabella^ you have not 
well confidered what you fay, fince you main- 
tain, that Love and Beauty are Subjefts eafily 
and quickly difcuffed : Take the Pains, I befeech 
you, to refle£k a little upon thofe numerous and 
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long Converfations, which thefe SubjecSls have

I muft own, interrupted Sir Charles^ I 
fliould have but a mean Opinion of thofe 
Warriors, as you call them, who could bufy 
themfelves in talking of fuch Trifles j and be 
apt to imagine fuch infignificant Fellows, who 
could wrangle about the Colour of their Mif- 
treifes Hair, would be the firft to turn their 
Backs upon the Enemy in Battle. 

Is it poflible, Sir, refumed Arabella^ glow- 
ing with Indignation, that you can entertain 
fuch unworthy Thoughts of Heroes, who merit 
the Admiration and Praife of all Ages for 
their ineftimable Valour, whom the Spears of 
a whole Army oppofed to each of their fmgle 
Swords would not oblige to fly ?

fince certainly they were not more famous for 
their noble and wonderful Aftions in War, than 
for the Sublimity and Conftancy of their Af- 
feAions in Love. 

Some of thefe Heroes you have named, re- 
plied Sir Georgiy had the Misfortune, even in 
their Lives, to be very cruelly vilified : The 
^eat Oroondates vf2S a long time accufed of 
Treachery to his Divine Princefs ; the valiant 
and unfortunate Artamenes was fufpe^^ed of 
Inconftancy; and the irrefiftible Juba re- 

Eroached with Infidelity and Bafcnefs, by both 
is Miftrefs and Friend. 
I never knew you was fo well acquainted 
with thefe Perfons, interrupted Mr. GhnviUe ; 
and i fanfy it is but very lately that you have 
given your felf the Trouble to read Romances. 

I am not of your Opinion, faid Arabella. 
Sir George^ queftionlefs, has appropriated great 
Part of his Time to the Perufal of thofe Books, 
fo capable of improving him in all ufeful Know- 
lege ; the Sublimity of Love, and the Quintef- 
fence of Valour ; which two Qualities, if pof- 
fefTed in a fuperlative Degree, form a true and 
perfeft Hero, as the Perfeftion of Beauty, Wit, 
and Virtue, make a Heroine worthy to be ferved 
by fuch an illuftrious Perfonages and I dare 
fay.

I am extremely obliged to you, Madain, faid 
Sir George^ bowing his Head to the Ground, 
to hide a Smile he could not polHbly reftrain, 
for the good Opinion you have of my Cour^ 
and Ftddity. 

As for Sir George^s Cours^e, G>ufin, faid 
Mr. GJanville lauding, I never difputed it: 
And though it be indeed a "very extraordinary 
Exertion of it, to fight fingly againft an Army 
of an hundred thoufand Men ; yet fince you are 
pleafed to think it probable, I am as willing to 
believe Sir George may do it as any other Man ; 
but, as for his Fidelity in Matters of Love, I 
greatly fufpeA it, fince he has been charged 
with fome very flagrant Crimes of that Na- 
ture.

I have too much Complaifance, Madam, 
faid Sir George^ to contradict Mr. Glanvillej 
who has been pleafed pofitively to aflert, that 
I have been faithlefs, as you moft unkindly 
phrafe it. 

Nay, Sir, replied Arabella^ this Accufation 
is not of a Nature to be neglected ; and though 
a King {hould fay it, I conceive, if you are 
innocent, you have a Right to contradi& him, 

and 
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and clear yourfelf : Do you confider how deeply 
this Aflertion wouiids your Honour and tiappi- 
nefs for the future ?

iou choofe to regin in, and I will lay it at your 
eet. 

That was a Promife,' replied Sir George^ fit 
only for the great Ariahan to make : But, Ma- 
dam, if you will permit me to make any Com- 
parifon between that renowned Warrior and 
niyfelf, I would venture to tell you, that even 
the. great Jrtai>an^w^%,t\ot lexempted &om*tl\e 
Character of Inconftancy any more than my- 
felf, (ince, as you certainly know, he was in 
Love with Three great Princefles fucceflively.

If it fhould be as ydu' fay^ Madam, inter- 
rupted Gianvlliey' W^t KttifxjTi have you to 
fear ? Do you tidt AHirik'I am aUe to defend 

^you ? • ■ r' ' ; . 

/Ah!" irrthotit doubt, you are able (to de- 

'fdncf me, anfwered (he; and though,- if you 
offer' to Tefifi the Violence he comes to ufe 

"againft me, he Will,- haply, call Two or Three 
jJozen arn^ed Men to his Afliftance, who are, 
I fup|)ofc, concealed hereabouts, yet I am 
Tiot *apprehenfi\^e, , that you will be worfted 
by them : But as it happened to the brave y^^iz, 
2nd ClhTnedojt^ while they iverc fighting with 
fome hundred Men, who wanted to carry away 

^ their PrincefRs before thpir Faces ; and were 
giving De$th at. every Blow, in order to pre- 
lerve thenl \ the Commandfer of thefe Ravifli- 

' ers^ feeing the Two (Princefles fittijig, tib' I 
was, unddr a Tree, ordered them to be 
ftized by Two of his Men, and carried away, 

' ivhile the Tvi^o Princes* vi^efe loflHgf lift Part of 
tliejr Blood in their' Defence; therefore, to 
pYQvmt fuch an Accident happening, while 

you 
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you are fighting for my Refcue, I think it will 
be the fafeft Way for me to get on Horfe- 
back, that I may be in a Condition to efcape ; 
and that you may not employ your Valour to 
no Purpcrfe. 

Sayii^ this, having, with Mr. Gkmvill^s 
Ai&ftance, loofed her norfe from the Tree, he 
helped her to mount, and then remounted his 
own. 

Your Antagonifty faid Jr^ibilla^ is on Foot ; 
and therefore, tlMNigh I prize your Life ex- 
tremely, yet I cannot difpenfe with mylelf 
from tellii^ you^ that 'tis asainft the Laws of 
Kiughthood to take any Advantage of that 
kind over your Enennr % nor will I permit your 
Concern for my Safety to nuke you forget 
what you owe to your own Rqputation.

The Gentleman yonder, added h^ feems to 
have no Defipis to make any Attempt agimft 
you : If he mould, I fliall luiow bow to deal 
with htm : But, fince he neither oflfen to affioik 
me, nor affront you, I think we ought not to 

five him any Realon to imagine we (mpoA hiip, 
y gazing on him thus; and lettins |mn under- 
ftand by your Manner, that. he is U|e Subje£b of 
our Coiiverfation : If you jHeafe^ Madam, we 
will endeavour to join our Company. 

Jrabitta^ while he was ipeakiog, kept her 
Eyes fixed upon bis Face^ with I^ks which 
cxpreffed her Tbou^ts were labouring upon 
fome very important ii'tunt : And, after a Paufe 

of 
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of fome Moments, Is it poiEble, faid £he, with 
a Tone of extreme Surprize, that I ihould be 
fo miftaken in you ? Do you really want Cou- 
rage enough to defend me againft that Ra- 
viSier ? 

Oh Heavens! Madam, interrupted Glati" 
vilUy try not my Temper thus : Courage 
enough to defend you ! 'Sdeath ! you will make 
me mad ! Whoy in the Name of Wonder^ is 
going to moleft you ? 

He whom jou fee there, replied Arabilla^, 
fointine to him with her Finger : For know, 
cold ana infenfible as thou art to the Danger 
which threatens me, yonder Knight is thy Ri- 
val, and a Rival, haply, who deferves my Efteem 
- better than thou doft ; fmce, if he has Courage 
enough to get me hy Violoice into his Power, 
that fame Courage would make him defend 
me againft any Injuries I mi^t be oiFered from 
.aiiother: And fince nothing is fo contempti- 
ble in the Eyes of a Woman, as a Lover who 
wants Spirit to die in her Defence ; know, I 
can fooner pacdon him, whom thou would 
ioowacdly fly from, for the Violence which he 
mectitates againft me, than thyfelf for the 
Puiillanimity thou haft betrayed in my Sight. 

With thiefe Words, flie galloped away from 
Iier aftoniflicd Lover ;. who, not daring to follow 
her, for (ear of incrc»siing her Sufpicions of his 
.Cowar<yce, flung himfelf off* his Horfe in a^id*

I (hould imagine, Sir, faid Arabella^ blufli- 
ing with Anger, as (he before did with Shame, 
that you would be the laft Perfon in the World 
who could think I had fpoken too much upon 
this Occafion : And, fince you are pleafed to 
tell me fo, I think it fit to let you know, that I 
have not, in my Opinion, • tranfgreffed the 
Laws of Decency and Decorum, in what I 
have faid in my Coufm's Favour : And I can 
produce many Examples of greater Freedom of
